Washington, Feb. 3 — (UP) — A 
cautious move to make peace on 
the hot civil rights issue appeared 
to be taking shape today among 
southern house members.

Great Britain 
Applauds 
U. S. Stand

London, Feb. 3 — (UP>— Great 
Britain today strongly applauded 
tne American stand against a pri- 
vate meeting between 
President 
Truman and Premier Stalin, and 
the rest of Western Europe shed 
some of its fears of a separate 
United States-Russian deal. 


A British foreign office spokes- 
man 
said his government is in 
"full agreement" with U. S. Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson's re- 
jection of Stalin's suggestion for a 
conference with Mr. Truman be- 
hind the iron curtain. 
•< "They (the -United States?) askpd 
for our views on the Stalin offer 
and it was the view of the British 
government that consolidation of 
Western Germany should not be 
held up pending the summoning of 
a meeting of the council of foreign 
ministers," the spokesman said. 
Policy outlined here and in Wash- 
ington made clear that the U. S. 
and Great Britain still are working 
together in the cold war. 


Western Europen diplomats fer- 
vently wish for an end to the cold 
war, 
but they fear they may be left 


in a difficult position if the two 
big powers make a private deal. 


Many believe that only another 
big power conference can end the 
ideological 
conflict, but they are 
extremely suspicious of premier 
Stalin's "peace offensive."

Washington, Feb. 3 —(/PI— The 
United Stats served notice on the 
world today that it will allow no 
Russian "peace maneuver" to dis- 
rupt the growing unity of the non- 
Communist western powers. 


That was the real significance 
seen by diplomatic officials here 
in Secretary of State Acheson's re- 
jection of Premier Stalin's latest 
declaration of his wilingness to 
hold a meeting with President Tru- 
man. 


American diplomats abroad in 
Western as well as eastern Europe 
were expected to make the most 
of this new and detailed statement 
of Washington's determination not 
to make any direct side deals with 
the Soviet Union at the possible 
expense of other nations. 


The government's official "voice 
f America" radio broadcast Was 
)eaming Acheson's 2,500- word sta- 
ement to the Unite! States posi- 
ion all over the world. 
President Truman had an oppor- 
unity to enter the picture today. 
He scheduled his usually weekly 
lews conference (3p. m. CST) and

U4-7 a bill prescribing requirements 
to be 
met by 
such agents and 


providing for their licensing by 
the state commissioner of Insur- 
ance. 


Similar legislation was rejected 


by the general assemWv in 1947 


The bill passed the house 
last 


week and now goes to the governor 
for his signature or veto. 


Under its provisions, any person 


desiring to enter the fire, casualty 
or surety insurance business in 
the future first would have to apply 
to the commissioner for a license 
He would be required to show that 
he was a resident of Arkansas; 
hod exncrionce or training in the 
particular insurance fgield he de- 
sired to enter: and planned to cn- 
f.'age in the business actively. A 
$10 foe would be required at the 
time the application was filed.

Little Rock, Feb. 2 —f/P)—Opera- 


tion of municipal airports by five- 
man commissions was 
approved 
by the Arkansas house today. 


A bill by Sen. Ellis Fagan of Lit- 
tle Rock, authorizing such 
airport 


commissions for cities of the first 
class, was passed 70-6 by the house 
and sent to the governor. 


The measure was designed spe- 


cifically for Little Rock, but Reps. 


L. H. Autry of Mississippi county 
declared "tiiis is not just a Little 
Rock bill." 


Under the proposal a city of the 


first class owning and operating an 
airport may appoint a 
five-jnan 
commission with authority to oper- 
ate the airport and make" improve- 
ments, repairs or extension eaither 
with airport revenues or with pro- 
ceeds of bond issues. 


The proposal did not carry an 
emergency clause 
and 
thus, 
if 


signed by the governor, will not be- 
Icome effective until 90 days. after 
adjournment of the legislature. 


The house passed a bill by Rep. 


Clifton Wade to permit Washington 
county to accept a deed from the 
federal government'to land for a 
county 
hospital 
site. 
Although 


drawn specifically for Washington 
county, Wade said the 
bill 
also 


would permit any other county to 
accept donations of land from the 
federal government in which the 
government reserved certain min- 
eral rignts. 


The agriculture subcommittee of 


the 81st congress was requested by 
.the Arkansas house to ignore the 
• 1P49 cotton acreage 'in recommend- 
ling future cotton acreage
